The fiogncial security of the 
Festival thast always be difficult 
to maintain, because the Now 
Shakespeare (smpany does not 
carry on its works all the year 
round. Before the Spring Festival 
beging. weeks of arduous re- 
hearsal are necessary and # large 
portion of tbe receipts are 
swallowed up by the preliminary 
expenses. With a company play- 
ing throughout the year the same 
difficulty would not bave to be 
tuced, and it.is generally hoped 
that sooner or later shere 
may arise from  Stratford-on- 
Avon a wholly efficient 
repertory © company tovriog 
throughout the country and, if 
necessary, the Expire, but return- 
ing to Sbakespeare’s birthplace 
each year forthe Birthday cele- 
bration. . 

Recently a conference on 
Drama and Edncation has been 
in session at Stratford and one or 
two papers of real value have 
been read.

CINEMA PROBLEM. 

Mr. St. John Ervine said. that 
there was no kinship botweenthe 
moving ficture and the stage 
play; it was no good condemntog 
the pictures and saying they 
would not -notice them. The 
manufacture of them had become 
one of the most important 
jaduatries in the world. The 
cinema had come ‘to stay, 
and they were not going to do 
any good either to the moviug 
picture or the theatre by pretend- 
ing that it was not there. Their 
job was to see if somehow or other 
they could not make it a better 


‘thing thanit was. On its machani- 


cal side it was as nearly perfect as 
they could imagine it to be, but 
practically no attention had been 
paid to the intellectual side. The 
great crime of the cinems was 
that if was. destroying the im- 
agination of the people who were 
going to see it. Everything 
was arranged so that there was 
no need for the spectator to think 
for himself. It insisted on detail 
and thereby stided imagination. 
In the bealtbiest period of this 
country the English people 
produced great tragedies. The 
surest.’ sign «= of = decadence 
was that it “cold not baar 
to witness tragedy aad could only 
enjoy trivial entertainment. The 
tise to papularity, for instance, df 
Miss Ethel M. Dell coincided with 
the period of the war. Twomillioa 
people read her works and saw 
nothing ridicutous in them, be- 
cauge they had been accustomed 
to see equally ridiculous staff io 
the cinemas. In England to-day 
we had a geoeration which when 
the war began were If or 15 
of age. It is now 
but = spiritually and 
mentally it was still in the 
condition that it was before 
the war. . The cinema, though it 
could not kill imagioation, could 
bold it in chains, and their task 
was to remove those chains, 
though that could nat be done by 
coming to conferences and sneer- 
ingatthe films.

- Staffs’ Appeal to Govern- 
ment. 


On behalf of the Civil Service 
Joint: Committee, which repres- 
ents all branches of tha Civil 
Service, a concerted effort is 
being made to persuade the 
Government either to restore the 
Arbitration Board, which it has 
abolished, or craate some similar 
arbitral authority to take its 
place. A letter has been sent to 
every member ot Parliament 
stating that the staff sides of the 
Service regard the Board of 
Arbitration as essential to the 
effective working of the Whitley 
system. After reviewing the 
pros and cons of the matter the 
letter concludes :-— 


“ The staff orgavizations of the 
Civil Service, which are concern: 
ed notonly with the well-being 
of their members, bat aleo for the 
efficiency of the Civil Service, 
whicb is their profession, feet 
that unless the Board of Arbitra- 
tion is replaced the result will be 
disestrods from every point of 
view. Fhe efficiency of tha 
Service will undoubtedly suffer; 
and the same uaheeded accum- 
ulation of remediable grievances: 
will be experienced as occurred 
to pro-war days.” . 

A resolution is te be laid before 
the Government calling upon - 
them “immediately to replace 
the Board which has been 
abolished by another independent 
body with power. to ‘settle dis- 
putes which- have been’ found, 
incapable adjustment by 
Whitley committees or by direct 
negotiation between the 
organizatione.and the State.”

THE RENTS ORDINANCE.

The explanations given by the 
Attorney-General regarding the 
amendmerta which hive been 
introduced into the Rents” Ordin- 
ance are such as to establish the 
saint that the Government bas 
made a sincere and honest at- 
tempt to strengthen and clarify 
the law in such a was as to make 
t fair to all parties concerned. 


f If extensive alterations have 


not been made it is not 
because there is a disinclination 
‘oO protect tepaots—rather tha 
cevets?, for tinkeriog with an 
gnactment can easily end in its 
baing made less watertight than 
iz should be. Such alterations es 
have been made are couched in 
simple language, thus avoiding 
ambiguity, and there ‘bas been an 
obvious attempt to steer clear of 


anything that would complicate 


the law or make the measure 
unduly cambersome. The tem- 
porary character of the legista- 
tion wasa factor that had to bs 
considered, though we cannot 
help thinking that the Attoraey- 
General was rather optimistic in 
suggesting that this protective 
mrasore will only ba needed for 
a further twelve months. The 
idea has been to. produce a com- 
prehensive but not unduly. in- 
volved measure, and, in. cases of 
dispute, to leava it to the Courts 
‘o interpret the spirit of the 
Ordinance. 


The suggestions that have been 
adopted by the Government are 
ofsuch a nature as to reveal a 
desire to be fair to all parties, for 
some are in the tandlords’ as well 
asthe tenants’ favour, It would 
have been adinittedly- difficult to, 
incorporate some of the proposals 
put forward, excellent though 
they may have been ia ‘intent. 
We are quite prepared to admit 
that Jandlords are not the. only 
profiteers, for many tenants who 
lease property and complain of 
bigh rentals make no bones about 
charging excessively for furnish- 
ed quarters. But‘ we roalise the 
difficulty of legislating against 
these ‘hypocrites. Chinese ten- 
ants and some Europeans as well 
will appreciate the strengthen- 
ing of the law to Cover cases 
where landlords give notice to

The Macao Aftermath. 


’ The Governor of Macao, in 
conjunction with the Executive 
Council, has adopted the emphatic 
measure ofdissolving the Chinese 
Ixbour guilds, or at least of issu- 
ing a decree for that purposs, aad 
the mandate directs the militery 
authorities to see that it is 
enforced.. The ban applies to all 
guilds whose rules have not been 
submitted to the Government and 
to those which participated in the 
disturbances. It should be noted 
that about a third of tha guilds, 

longing to a distinct federation, 
deprecated tha fatal. demonstra- 
tiors. The Macao authorities are 
indeed adopting a drastic: course, 
and some question arises as to the 
utility of the proceeding. Ap- 
parently the guilds have only to 
move across the way into Chinese 
territory, ag many of them have 
done, though it may be that their 
transference from the sro: will 
prevent them from exercising the 
samo ditect influence. On the 
other hard, being outside of 
Macac’s surveitlance, they may 
be able to stir up strife ina sull 
more sinister’ way. As the 
decree uses the term “dissolved”, 
it would appear that the measure 
is pot merely a temporary one- 
Certainly the conduct of the 
trucnient type of guild invites 
some restrictive action. How far 
the sweeping course adepted at 
Macao will prova practicable re- 
muinstobeseer. Itis regrettable 
that the Chinese Isbour move- 
ment, in its modern phase, should 
so soon have fallen’ ander the 
control of extremists.

Negotiations have been taking 

place for some time between the 
company and the Goverament 
with a viow to the extension of 
the company's licence. Experts 
have bean called in, Mr. P.H. Cole, 
of the Shanghai Mutaal Tele- 
hone Co., and Mr. Cook, who 
was a member of the committee to 
carry out and enquire into tho 
telephone service at Home recent- 
ty. Acting on these gentemen’s 
advice, the Government propose 
to extend the local company’s 
agreement for about another 
twenty-seven years, on the onder- 
standing that the service. is 
boaztte trely uptada’e. 
’ Toe Government consider that 
the new rates wil) bring in a just 
and proper dividend. What the 
Government cunsider a fair divid- 
end, Mr. Fletcher did not make 
clear, but that point will probab- 
ly be made public when-tha new 
agreementis signed, which should 
be within the next week or a0. 
I€ after a certain period—say, 
five years— tbe Cornpaoy is 
making more than what the Gov- 
ernment consider a proper 
dividend the rates will be 
reduced. :
